TYPHOON 


ONE WORST STORMS 


PHILIPPINE ISLANDS 


MORE THAN THREE HUN- 
DRED DEAD AND HUNDREDS 


OF OTHERS MISSING

MANILA, Oct. 12.— W— 


One of the worst typhoons 
ever to strike the Philip- 
pines had caused at least 
310 deaths and left hun- 
dreds unaccounted for as it 
spread destructien into ad- 
ditional areas tonight. 
. The latest compilation 
of the 
Manila Tribune showed most of 
the 310 known dead in Nueva 
Ecija 
Province. 
Reports 
were 


far from complete in four other 
provinces of Luzon Island where 
the fury of the storm -was great- 
est north of ^Manila. 


Streams flooded out of banks 
by devasting wind and rain held 
'scores of bodies in the debris of 
flimsy native huts, and the total 
number of fatalities will not be 
known until floods subside and 
communication is restored. 
The typhoon tore Into Isabela 
Province today after lashing other 
provinces. The province was iso- 
lated as wires were torn down 
and roads flooded out. 
Hundreds of miles south, the 
Central Islands of the Archipel- 
ago were whipped by wind and 
great seas tossed 
small 
inter- 
tsiand craft. The 500-ton vessel 
Sugbu of Cebu was disabled and 
abandoned -by 
passengers 
and 
crew. A passing sailboat rescued 
some :crew members. The fate and

NEW WORLD WAS DISCOVERED 


BY COLUMBUS 444 YEARS AGO; 


TRANSPORTATION ADVANCED 


By The Associated Press) 


At 2 o'clock in the morning 
just 444 years ago today a sailor 
named Rodrigo do Trina, standing 
watch in the bow of a little boat 
called the "Nina," yelled to his 
shipmates, "Land!" 


Christopher, the eldest son of 


Domenico Colombo and Suzanne 
Fontanarossa, ran to the bow of 
the Santa Maria, one of the two 
sister ships of the 
Nina, 
and 


squinted his eyes westward. 
It was, indeed, land, Columbus 


had come upon the new world 
after a voyage of 70 days from 
continental Europe. 


Today, the anniversary of the 
date on which Columbus named 
his discovery "San Salvador," is 
celebrated as Columbus Day. 
The "San Salvador" of that day 


was in the Bahamas, which lie 
about 1250 miles south of Long 
Island. Columbus required 36 days 
to sail from the Canary Islands 
to the new world. The other day a 
German flying boat, mapping a 
, roposed transatlantic commercial 
airplane 
route from 
Europe 
to 


America, flew from the Azores, 1,- 
000 miles northwest of the Ca- 
naries, to Fort Washington, Long 


Island, in 18 hours and 20 min- 
utes. 


Columbus Day is observed as a 


public or legal holiday In 35 states 
of the union. 


It is designated a day for cele- 
bration by proclamation of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. In a communica- 
tion co the Columbian Republican 
League of New York, Gov. Lan- 
don of Kansas said: "Columbus 
Day comes as an annual remind- 
er to Americans of the great role 
Played by Italy in the discovery 
of America."

Good Times Have 
Come To^ Land Of 
Cotton Once More 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 12—(/P)— 
Good times in the land of cotton 
Appeared today to have become 
an actuality. 


A big crop has 'been more than 


half picked, the first million bales 
have been exported, and the staple 
has gone on a tnarket ranking 
from 11.50 to 12.25 cents a pound. 
Currently estimated by the gov- 


ernment at 11,609,000 bales, this 
year's cotton 
production is the 


largest since 1933.34. But In that 
season prices were down between 
9 am' 10 cents a pound, rather 
than 12 cents, during the months 
when the cotton was marketed. 


If this crop is marketed at an 


average of 12 cents a pound it 
will bring nearly $700.000,000. 


While the drought cut into the 
total yield in the western part of 
the belt, the 
weather 
partially 


squared things by giving Missis- 
sipping, Louisiana and the central 
belt bumper crops. 
From all sides in recent weeks 


have come optimistic reports on 
cotton consumption, sales of cot- 
ton goods, and world demand for 
American cotton, offered a sharp 
contrast to the pessimism that pre- 
vailed a few months ago.

There are at least two 


ways to 
fight 
subversive 


doctrines. 
One is to try to shout 


louder than the persons ad- 
vocating them, to 
heckle 


speakers, to wave flags, to 
refuse halls for meetings, 
and so on. Another way is 
to combat them through in- 
telligent analysis of their 
meaning and dangers, and 
intelligent presentation of 
the opposite viewpoint. 


Both methods 
are em- 


ployed in this country today 
against Communism, which 
is recognized by nearly all 
of us as 
undesirable 
and 


wholly foreign to American 
needs, aims and tempera- 
ment. The first method, that 
of noise and suppression, is 
not as successful as the sec- 
ond. It has the weakness of 
confusing the real 
issues. 


And it is in itself not true 
to American ideals of fair 
play and free speech. It 
even 
involves 
needlessly 


bad manners, which his one 
of the Communist's obnox- 
ious characteristics. 


The second method, 
by 


not stirring up violent emo- 
tions, leaves the mind clear- 
er 
and 
more capable of 


thinking the matter through. 
A. patriot with genuine be- 
lief in our democracy can 
present far 
better 
argu- 


ments against Communism 
than the. rather primitive 
one of booing Communist 
.speakers.

DANGER ON RURAL 
ROADS. 


City traffic has its perils, 


but they are held in check 
better than those of rural 
districts. 
Casualty figures 


for 1935 show that 8,550 
pedestrians were killed on 
country roads and in small 
communities while only 7,- 
600 were killed in towns 
with more than 10,000 pop- 
ulation. 


Deaths f r o m collisions 


with other motor vehicles 
•were 7,400 in rural 
dis- 


tricts and only 2,250 in 
cities. Collisions with fixed 
objects took 3,600 lives in 
the 
country and 700 in 


cities. 


• The reasons are 
not 
so 


far to seek. In congested 
cities the traffic 
dangers 


are obvious. Every intelli- 
gent driver takes greater 
precautions 
just 
because 


there are so many other 
drivers in the same area. 
Also, there are stricter reg- 
ulations and more officers 
to enforce them. 


In the country, where 


traffic is normally scattered 
rather than congested, the 
clangers are not 
obvious. 


Drivers easily slip into an 
attitude 
careless 
rather 


than alert. 
They step on 


the gas and relax vigilance 
at the same moment. They 
are not restrained by the 
presence of watchful 
po- 


licemen. The accidents fol- 
low quite naturally. Many 
of the rural pedestrians who 
are killed or injured are 
themselves to blame. 


'It is plain 
that 
safety 


work must be concentrated 
for a while on rural high- 
,ways until drivers and pe- 
destrians there are as alert 
to their responsibilities as 
they areju city traffic.

teaching of economics.

used nowadays, he says, is

Rearmament in many dif- 


ferent 
countries is some- 


times credited with the re- 
covery movement in parts 
of Europe and in the United 
States. A survey of world 
economic conditions made 
by the League of Nations 
warns against 
that view- 


point. 


Increased activity in the 


iron and steel industries, in 
engineering and shipbuild- 
ing has been stimulated by 
rearmament. But it is a dan- 
gerous and not a wholesome 
or lasting stimulation. Says 
the report: 


"Apart from the explos- 


ive possibilities 
of 
arma- 


ments, most economists look 
askance at the long-run con- 
sequences of distorted pro- 
duction, 
capital 
wastage, 


and financial difficulties in- 
herent in such methods of 
providing employment." 


Piles of munitions, store- 


houses full of war supries, 
vast numbers of tanks, etc., 
are of only negative service, 
if there is no war, and be- 
come actively destructive if 
war comes. Their manufac- 
ture consumes time and en- 
ergy and materials which 
ought, if nations behaved 
intelligently, to go into con- 
structive industry, raising 
the living standards and cre- 
ating wanted goods. 


The only justification of 


vast rearmament is for de- 
fense against an enemy. It 
cannot be justified on eco- 
nomic grounds. Fortunately, 
in _America at least, steel is 
going in large amounts into 
cars and homes and machin- 
ery and refrigerators and 
many other useful articles.

SPEAKERS LARGE 
NEETINGTHURSDAY 


PRESIDENT STROUBE OF THE 
LOCAL CHAPTER IS STATE 


FEDERATION DIRECTOR

With T. W. Sharpe, sec- 


retary of the Texas Wildlife 
Federation, and Wm. J. 
Tucker, executive > secretary 
of the Texas Fish, Game 
and Oyster commission as 
the principal speakers, the 
Navarro county chapter of 
the East Texas Game Protective 
association held an enthusiastic 
and well-attended meeting in the 
pavilion of the municipal park 
Thursday night at 7:30 o'clock. The 
local chapter voted unanimously to 
become a member of the Texas 
Federation. H. R. Stroube, presi- 
dent of the local chapter, is a di- 
rector of the state federation. 


After the business session and 
addresses had been completed, n 
number of interesting movie reels 
of wildlife in its natural habitats 
were shown. 
President 
Stroube outlined the 
meeting held in Austin last spring 
following the organization of the 
local chapter. The statewide meet- 
Ing was called by Governor James 
V. Allred as a part of the national 
campaign to further protect wild 
life following the national confer- 
ence in Washington called by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 


Progress Reported 


Secretary Sharpe stated that con- 
siderable progress had been mado 
and that 40 counties, representing 
approximately 6,000 members, had 
become affiliated with the state 
federation in the past few months. 
The speaker appealed for a cam- 
paign to have the regulatory pow- 
ers relating to game placed in the 
hands of the Texas game commis- 
sion instead of remaining in the 
hands of the legislature. 
Referring to insectivorous birds, 


Mr. Sharpe said that federal fig- 
ures revealed that if the Insec- 
tivorous birds were removed, in- 
sects would destroy all growing 
plants and trees within seven years. 
Mr. Sharpe reported that "Texas 


Wildlife," a magazine to be the of- 
ficial organ of the federation, would 
be started next week and would be 
sent to all the chapters and organ- 
izations. 


Tucker Spoke 


Wm. J. Tucker, veteran sports- 
man and executive secretary of the 
game, fish and oyster commission 
of Texas, stated much of the out- 
of-doors had been despoiled and de- 
stroyed, but said that there was a 
decided improvement In sentiment 
of Texans to restock and restore 
the resources for future genera- 
tions. 
After speaking on various move- 
ments and efforts to conserve the 
game and fish supply, Mr. Tucker 
explained the national movement 
recently organized and the state 
federations. 
Turning to the economic phase 


of the wildlife and game and fish 
resources of Texas, Mr. Tucker de- 
clared that the annual income from 
the wildlife in Texas amounts to 
$94,000,000, according to figures of 
the 
federal .government. 
Game 
amounts to $23,000,000, While the 
insectivorous birds are valued at 
$40,000,000 annually. Gasoline, auto 
parts, etc., per year from the sports- 
men amounts to $25,000,000, accord- 
ing to Tucker, while more than 
$1 000,000 is spent for dog food. lie 
said that $1,250,000 was spent in 
gasoline tax alone by Texas and 
other sportsmen going hunting ana 
fishing in Texas, four times as large 
as the combined fishing and hunt- 
Ing annual figure. 
The fishing and hunting in Texas 
can be made more profitable than 
in any other state in the union if it 
receives the proper attention, Mr. 
Tucker ponted out, because Texas 
Is larger, has a better climate, etc. 
Texas -ranks nineteenth among the 
states In expenditures for the pre-

Make sure 
that your child has the right chance in life ... that she 
has every opportunity to do well in her studies ... that 
her health is not affected in any one of many ways by 
eyestrain ,.. that reading and study seem an agreeable 
task to her, and not an unavoidable drudgery. Eyesight 
is priceless—Good Light is cheap!
